persons know colors by touch; the 
precision of Jugglers is surprising; 
the gourmet recognizes the quality 

of a wine among a thousand others; 

odor is with chemists one of the most 
notions. 
The senses operate in two ways, 

passively, when the organ is acted 
upon by exterior bodies solely from 

the fact that it is strutted on the 
surface of the body, ami indepen 

dentlf of the will. They operate 
actively when the organ is directed 
and excited by the will, and : 

in advance of the body to receive 

lite impression. 

The impressions made by exterior 
objects on the organs, ihe nerves 
and Iho brain, are followed by 

certain menial operations. These 

two things often ale confounded. 
We are In the habit of saying that 
our senses often deceive us; it 

would be more just to say that we 
-do not always Interpret concci ly 
Ihe data that they furnish us The 
BO! of Interpretation may be learn 
ed. And this is the cull t vat ion ol 
Ihe sense* The senses may l»<> 

cultivated in early life, because it 

is in this period thai the organs 
adapt themselves ami lend them 
best to the functions lot 
which Ihey are made, and because 
jn children the senses have a 



siderable preponderance in their 

activiles. The child is curious, 
touches everything, observes, lis- 
tens, and handles with ardor and 
eagerness so that exercises for edu- 
cating I he senses are for him as easy 

and pleasant as amusements. 
'the development and regularity 

of any one sense plays its pail in 
the harmony of all. There is a sort 
of mutual aid society among the 
senses, as Dr. Mllllugton Miller 
called it Miss Camillia B. Teisen 

of the Pennsylvania institute for 

Feebleminded Children thinks sight 
the most Important sense to devel- 
op, and that most easily dcvclop- 
menl in other directions as soon as 
Ihe idea of color dawns upon the 
child's mind. According to her ex 
prience, the development of one 
sense is accompanied by improve- 
ment of the other senses. She has 
found it impossible lo rench Ihe 

moral sense without a fair develop- 
ment of the physical senses. 

Improvement of the physical 

senses usually hits been shown to 
improve the habits and manners 

A child who distinguishes sound 
and appreciates music will not b" 
ho likely to howl find scream as 
others, and a child who feels the 
Influence of color is fat less inclin- 
ed to (ear its clothes than another. 

The training of the defective is 

suggestive of what could be done 
with people possessed Ol all I heir 
live senses. The eyes of the deaf 
are made to do the work of two 
senses, and in lime attain the most 
extraordinary power and even sub- 
tlety of vision. It hae been sug- 
gested that their highly developed 
eyes would be useful in the most 
delicate astronomical and physical 
experiments, where In tru incuts of 

precision are commonly employed. 

For many years a totally deaf 
man has OOCUpled a place in the 
United States Civil Set vice. lie 

received his first appointment on 

the strength of admirable papers in 
the Civil Service examination De- 
spite his infirmity, he took the reg. 
nlar course at a largo university, 
recited with his classmates, attend 

ed lectures and took his degree 
President and professors may not 
have known that lie was a deaf 
man. Certainly aome of his class- 
mates did not know it. For 
business reasons his deafness has 

been kept, secret, so secret that 

when a keen newspapei man went 
through Ihe office in which he was 
employed in search of a deaf clerk, 
he failed to find such a 111:111 or nny 
who knew of (he existence of such 
B man in the department.

Wood For Paper Coats 1'n «-nt j - 
Mix MUllena. 



To-day there is general complaint 

among publishers that printing 
paper is constantly growing dearer. 
In the Middle We, I many local 

papers are rasing their subscription 

price . r '0 per cent, in order lo pay for 
the paper. From the time when 
Gutenberg first used movable type, 
made ol wood, to the present day of 
metropolitan papers, some of which 

consume the product of acres of 

spruce in a single edition, printing 
has in very large degree depended 
upon the forest. 

In the face of a threatened short- 
age of timber, the amount of wood 
consumed each year for pulp has in- 
creased since 1899 from 2 million to 
three and a half million cords. The 
year 1908 marked an increase of 
98,000 cords in the imports of pulp- 
wood, the highest average value 
per cord for all kin Is, and a con- 
sumption greater by 469,053 cords 
than that, of any previous year. 

Spruce, the wood from which in 
18'.)'J three. fourths of the pulp was 

manufactured, is still the leading 

wood, bul it now produces a little 
less than 70 per cent of the total. 

How well spruce is suited to the 
manufacture of pulp is shown by 
tin- fact that during a period in 
which the total quanily of wood 
used has doubled and many new 
woods have been Introduced, the 

proportion of spruce pulp wood has 
remained nearly constant in spite 
of the drains upon the spruce 
forests for other purposes. During 

this time three different woods, 

from widely separated regions, 
have in I urn held the rank of 
leader in the lumber supply. 

Since I 8!)!) poplar, which foryears 

was used in connection with spruce 
to the exclusion of all other paper 
woods, has Increased in total quan- 
tity less than 100,000 cords, and is 

dow outranked by hemlock Pine, 

balsam, and cottonwool! are used in 
much smaller amounts. 

New York alone consumes each 

year over a million and a quarter 

conls of wood in manufactures of 
pulp, or more than twice as much 
as H.tine, which ranks next. Wis- 
consin, Mew Hampshire, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Michigan, follow In the 
order given. Sixty per cent of the 

wood used in New Fork was im- 
ported from elsewhere, and even so 
the supply appears to be waning, 
since the total consumption for thi- 
Slate shows a small decrease sinee 
1905, whereas the* other States 
named have all increased their con- 
sumption. Other Stales important 
in the production Of pulp are:

.Sir: Pursuant to instructions from the 
Pas-a-Pas Club, we desire to call your at- 
tention to that clause in the United Stales 
Civil Service Regulations which prohibit* 
deaf people from taking examinations and 
mialitying for appointment to any position 
in the government service. 

By this recent ruling, the deaf are class- 
ed with the insane, the crippled and en 
initials. There is no one acquainted with 
the deaf at large but resents this 
mination against them. The majority of 
the deaf are taxpayers, efficient citizens, 
and take an active interest in public af- 
fairs. • 

Thisclause is not only unjust to the deaf 
themselves, but also deprives the govern 
ment of the services of many deaf people, 
who by education and ability are able to 
give excellent service, and who, were it 
not for their deafness, would otherwise 
occupy high positions in the professional 
and business worlds. This handicap, how 
ever, is no detriment to good service in 
maiiv branches of the government, where 
• there are a goodly number of deaf 
people, appointed long before the , 
ruling went into effect, and who are giving 
satisfaction. 

This bar to the deaf is apt, in many 
cases, to lessen their chances of securing 
employment by private concerns whose 
members have had no previous experience 
with them, and who are aware of the ban 
put upon them by the government. 

Many of your constituents are deaf an. I 
they unite in asking your aid in removing 
tliis unjust discrimination against them in 
the United States Civil Service Thl 
ter is being widely taken up, and With 
your co-operation we are hopeful that our 
efforts will meet with sue.

Slutes. The present Chosen 

ii situated on 148th Street, just weHt 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and in built 
Home twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street u> permit, the erec- 
tion of Hiieli a building an above 
indicated, which will form a facade 

to the church edifice and be a center 
of religions and saelal life amongst 
the Silenl peoples. Dr. Gallandet 
hoped dining hin lifetime to Bee the 
erection of thin building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which hiH name haH always 
associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as s 
moht fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
nlong the Mroet front and twenty- 
live feet iii depth. It, will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used (or the social, re- 
ligious and industrial Deeds of the 

mutes of New York. The 

amount required for " The Gallau- 
dei Memorial Parish Building* will 

be about $30,000, and the building 
in Its position and purpose, 
will form a eonspiouous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
Silenl peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
